No. 50—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during January, February and March, 1959 


January 


General—Karly in the month two tropical cyclones developed off the North-west coast of 
Western Australia. The first was located south-east of Cocos Island on New Year’s Day, but 
faded out a few days later without affecting the weather in Western Australia. 


The second was identified north of Wyndham on the 4th. During the next few days it moved 
slowly southward and on the morning of the 7th was centred near Kalumburu, approximately 
equidistant from Derby and Wyndham. From there it moved southward and eastward, entering 
the Northern Territory on the 11th and later passing into Queensland. It gave good rains in 
the northern part of Western Australia, and later in the Northern Territory and Queensland. 


Weather in the southern part of the State was influenced by a series of anticyclones and 
low-pressure troughs extending southward from a depression which persisted for most of the 
month over the tropics. 


Rainfall—At Kalumburu, in the far north, nearly thirty inches was received, most of it 
falling in the first half of the month while the cyclone was in that district. Totals around twenty 
inches were recorded as far south as Hall’s Creek, but further south still there was a rapid decrease 
in rainfall and near the southern boundary of the Kimberley division only a few inches were 
recorded. Along the West Kimberley coast very little rain was received from the cyclone, and 
in the vicinity of Lagrange and Anna Plains totals for the month were only about half an inch. 


As the cyclonic centre passed inland heavy rains fell in North Kimberley coastal districts. 
At Wyndham 1,094 points were received in the 24 hours ending 9 a.m. on the 6th, and at the air- 
port, five miles away, 1,445 points were registered in the same period. This was approximately 
two inches more than the highest daily fall previously recorded at Wyndham. 


In the rest of the State there were scattered showers and thunderstorms on several occasions 
as low-pressure troughs moved across the State, but in most places south of the tropics monthly 
totals were below normal. 


Temperature—In most places day temperatures were more frequently below normal than 
above. Maxima ranged from 117° at Warburton Range to 66° at Eclipse Island, and for the 
second consecutive month exceeded the century on each day at Marble Bar. There temperatures 
exceeded 110° on all days from the 10th to the 22nd inclusive, and reached 116° on the last day 
of the period. 


Night temperatures were about normal in most areas, but were unusually high at a few 
places. At Broome, for instance, the minimum dropped below 80° only three times during the 
month, while at Wittenoom Gorge night temperatures did not fall below 86° for a week, during 
which time day temperatures reached an average maximum of 110°. A little later in the month 
the minimum temperature for two consecutive nights was 90°, the intervening day temperature 
being 112°. 


The highest night temperature for the month was 91°, registered at Wittenoom on the 15th, 
the lowest was 39° at Bridgetown on the 15th and 20th. 


Metropolitan—In Perth day temperatures were below normal more frequently than above, 
and the mean maximum was the lowest for January since 1951. 


The century was exceeded twice, when temperatures of 104° and 107° were recorded. The 
28th of the month, with a maximum of 107-2° was the hottest day since Ist February, 1956. 


Night temperatures were about normal, the mean minimum being slightly above the 
January average. 


There were several uncomfortably warm nights during the second week, minimum tempera- 
tures from the 8th to the 11th being 75°, 76°, 73° and 73° respectively. A week or so later the 
average minimum was 15° lower, and much more pleasant conditions prevailed. 


Rain was registered on four days, but the showers were light, and the total recorded for the 
month was 23 points. 


February 


General—Throughout the month the Kimberley division was covered by a low-pressure 
area, which also extended over the whole of the tropics during most of the month. Towards 
the end of the first week, and again towards the end of the month the depression over the tropics 
extended southwards, bringing hot humid weather and thunderstorms to the southern part of 
the State. 


After the first spell of hot weather an anticyclone off the west coast brought cool southerlies. 
to the South-Western division for several days. The welcome cool change gradually faded out 
as winds backed easterly and temperatures commenced to rise again with the development of a 
low-pressure trough, which later brought further storms to the southern districts. 


Rainfall—There were scattered thunderstorms in the Kimberley division but most falls 
were light. At Wyndham over two inches was recorded on the 7th, but there were no comparable 
falls, the next highest daily total being 105 points at Kalumburu. 


In the rest of the tropics rains were even lighter and more isolated. Although Ethel Creek 
received nearly an inch during the month, most other places in the De Grey and Fortescue re- 
corded no rain. Similar conditions prevailed in the Gascoyne division, the highest total for the 
month being sixty points at Mundiwindi and many places received no rain at all. 


There were frequent rains in the southern agricultural area, there being eleven wet days 
at Hopetoun and nine or ten at quite a number of other centres in the South Coastal sub-division. 
In the southern wheatbelt a few places recorded over two inches on the 26th, while at other centres 
wind, rain and hail accompanying thunderstorms, damaged houses, telephone lines, etc. By 
the end of the month totals were above normal at many places in the south coastal districts and 
at almost all of the southern wheatbelt centres. 


In the South-Eastern division there were frequent showers during the second and fourth 
weeks. Some centres received more than two inches of rain, but at others the month’s total 
did not reach double figures. In the rest of the State rains were rather lighter and less frequent, 
monthly totals ranging from four points at Wiluna to 101 at Earaheedy station. 


Temperature—Except in the tropics day temperatures were mainly below normal. At Eucla 
the maximum on the Ist was 110°, but temperatures for the rest of the month were consistently 
below normal and did not exceed 75° at any time. 


At Marble Bar temperatures were below normal on five days, reaching only 101° on the 8th. 
On the other hand they reached 118° on the 2nd and 117° on the 26th, and exceeded the century 
on each day for the third successive month. The highest recorded in the State was 119° at Onslow 
on the 3rd. This was also the highest temperature ever recorded at Onslow. 


Early in the month temperatures in the north were considerably higher than in the south, 
and on the Ist and 2nd the maximum at Marble Bar was 50° or more above the maximum at 
the coolest place in the south. 


Night temperatures were about normal except in parts of the South-West division, where 
they were fairly consistently high. Wittenoom Gorge and Marble Bar again reported the hottest 
nights of the month, with minimum temperatures of 91° on the 2nd and 3rd respectively. 


The lowest temperature reported in the State was 40° at Bridgetown on the 2nd, and on 
only three days during the month did the minimum fall below 50° anywhere in the State. 


Metropolitan—tIn Perth there were three wet days on which a total of 34 points were register- 
ed, making the aggregate for January and February 57 points, 19 points below the normal for 
these two months. 


Temperatures were more frequently above normal than below and after reaching 99-9° on 
the 18th, exceeded 100° on each of the following four days. 


Winds were mainly easterlies in the morning and south-westerlies in the afternoon, but were 
not particularly strong, the highest gust being thirty-nine miles per hour from the south-east.. 


March 


General—For most of the month the tropics were under the influence of the usual seasonal 
low-pressure systems, though the centres of these systems fluctuated from positions over the 
Fortescue to as far north as the Timor Sea. In the south, on the other hand, the temperate anti- 
cyclone tended to keep south over the Bight, the centre only occasionally moving north and 
bringing hot easterly winds to most of Australia. Ridges from it moved fairly regularly east- 
ward over Western Australia, alternating with troughs from the tropical low-pressure system. 


There were thus alternating periods of hot and fairly humid, thundery weather with cool 
dry spells south of the tropics ; but in the tropics themselves the dry, hot weather continued, 
with only occasional thunderstorms to relieve the parched conditions. 
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Rainfali—There were no cyclones in the tropical divisions during the month to break the 
very dry conditions existing in all except a few, mainly coastal, areas ; while the scattered thunder- 
storms in the tropics were mainly confined to the Kimberleys and rarely brought more than an 
inch of rain in any one day. The exceptions were Lagrange which reported 155 points on March 
20th, Kalumburu with 123 points on March 27th and Fitzroy with 113 points on March 7th. 
Outside the Kimberleys, the only thunderstorms which produced more than a quarter of an inch 
of rain in a day in the tropics were at Wittenoom Gorge (85 points on the Ist), Nullagine (80 
points on the Ist) and Marble Bar (70 points on the 5th). 


In the agricultural areas there was a marked periodicity of rainfall, associated with the move- 
ment of the troughs of low-pressure, and this rainfall was mainly thundery in character. Heaviest 
falls were on March Ist when Dandarragan, Kulja, Bencubbin and Koorda all reported more 
than one inch. On March 2nd and 3rd, 16th, 17th and 20th there were fairly extensive though 
lighter falls ; while the south coast had frequent light rains during the second half of the month. 


With the exception of a few places mainly in the central and south central sub-divisions, 
all districts had a total rainfall well below their average for March. 


Temperature—In the tropics both maximum and minimum temperatures were generally 
above average until nearly the end of the month, the highest recorded day temperature being 
.at Onslow where 114° was reached on March 4th. Marble Bar maintained its higher-than century 
‘temperatures for the fourth successive month, though the maximum on March 30th was down 
to 100°. Inland temperatures started to fall generally in the last week. 


South of the tropics, the movement of the low-pressure troughs eastwards across the State 
also brought periodic spells of high temperatures alternating with days of cooler air from the 
Southern Ocean. This produced a recurring weekly pattern of temperatures in the South West, 
‘the first four days of the week usually having progressively rising temperatures and the last three, 
below average temperatures. 


The lowest temperatures of the month were recorded at Bridgetown which had 38° on the 
‘7th and 30th, and 37° on the 22nd. 


Metropolitan—Only 21 points of rain were recorded for Perth during March, 18 of which 
fell on the 20th and one point each on the Ist, 13th and 16th, making a total of 78 points for the 
first quarter of the year. 


Perth’s temperatures followed the general pattern for the South-West, with alternating warm 


cand cool periods and the usual March increase in humidity. On March 11th, a northerly air- 
stream caused the temperature to rise rapidly to 105-6° by 1-40 p.m., less than 1° below the 
March record after which a sea breeze brought it down to 89° by 3 p.m. 


Gusty winds were frequent from both sea and inland directions and on March 16th a very 
tight pressure gradient over the South-West strengthened the surface winds until a gust of fifty- 
three miles per hour was reported. This was unusual as it was from the east-north-east and 
was the strongest from an easterly direction since April 7th, 1938, when a gust of fifty-four miles 
per hour was reported from the south-east.
